The Permanent Court of International Justice declared its unan- 
imous decision in favour of Poland with regard to the Polish postal 
service at Danzig.

Wie BPZTCIAL TOPICS. 





lL. International Droadcasting. 


From the internutional point of view, the develonment of wireless 


proadecasting las now reacned an important and indeed a critical 
staze. Hitherto technical limitations have confined broadcast 
transmissions roughly within the geographical boundaries of the 
countries concerned. Technique, however, nas now advanced so that 
geogravhical and volitical boundaries are no longer a barrier. 
Recognition of tiis fact is found in the creation of an Internetional 
Union of 3roadcasting Organisations with headquarters at Geneva. 

Mre Arthur Burrows, formerly Director of Programmes of the B.5.C. is 
the Manager of the new organisation. 

Its first duties, of course, will be to introduce some kind of 
order out of the chaotic tendencies that prevail at present in the 
matter of wavelengths and power. The South Coast of England is 
verhans the chief sufferer in this respect. Certain continental 
broadcasting stations have not been adhering to their announced and 
agreed wavelengths, with the result that, notably in the Plymouth 
area, the B.3.C. programmes are subject to irritating and frequent 
interference. Having established some sort of order out of the 
present chaos in wavelengths and distribution of power, lire Burrows 
will then turn his attention to tne more important constructive side 
of developing the regular interchange of programmes, first of all 
between nations and later between continents. The idea is that 
28 soon as nossible Dritishi listeners, for instance, should be able 
to receive regularly some of the best programmes broadcast from 
Paris, Rome, Vienna, Berlin and other Continental centres. These 
programmes will either be relayed by land line and submarine cable, 
and rebroadcast from the British system, or they will be taken direct 
by wireless link and rebroadcast from the B.B.C.'s High Power Station. 
Converse}jy, some of the best British programmes will be received and 
rebroadcast in Continental countries. 

On the details of the technical side there is, of course, still 
a good deal to be done, but no insuperable obstacles are anticipated. 
The significance of this new era in broadcasting is considerable. 

The essentially intimate and democratic char.icter of the broadcast 
medium will make it possible, through the interchange of prosramies 
and speeches, for the masses of the neople of various countries to 
como ore closely into contact than has ever before been possible. 

The control of the international arranzements imposes tremendous 
responsibility. It is the object of those who are in ciuarge now to 
elininate nrovogandae It is felt that the iJevelopment of a sense 
of appreciation of the international character of music, allied to an 
understanding of the point of view of other countries, as es ounded by 
statesmen and thinkers, will in the end have a much more bteneficiul 
effect on international relations than the spread of any calculated 


propoganda. 
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2e A Western Security Pact. 


It is at last possible to say that a substantial advance has 

been made towards the maintenance of peace in Europe. The somewhat 
obscure situation wkich had developed since the offer made by the 
German Government in February of a pact of mutuel guarantee was 
suddenly clarified by an exchange of notes between London and Paris, 
as a result of which the views of the French and Eritish Governments 
were found to be in unexpected agreement. The reply of the french 
Government to the German Note ~ carefully drafted at the Quai d'Orsay. 
was submitted to the British Government which, after an exchange of 
explanations, replied in a Memorandum in terms which met with an 
enthusiastic reception in Paris. This in itself is surely a landmarl: 
in the uneasy relations which have existed between the two Governments 
since the signing of the Treaty. Seldom, if ever, since then have 
they been in such complete and satisfactory agreement. 

It must not be thought that the British Memorandum accepted in 
toto the proposals of the French draft reply to the German propesals, 
but such alterations as were considered necessary were not of vital 
importance to France, and were made with such excellent reason that ti 
were accepted without difficulty in Paris, and incorporated in the 
fresh draft of the Note to Germany which has since been drawn wp. 

The attitude of the British Government, as explained in the 
Nemorandum, may be summarised as follows: Great Britain undertakes 
to guarantee the inviolability of ths neutral zone stipulated by the 
Pact between France and Germany, a similar guarantee to be given by 
France, Germany, Belgium and possibly Itely. This mecns that if the 
neutrality of the zone were broken, we should be bound to wake war 
on the attacking party, tne only exception to this comnitment being 
embodied in another point, which deals with the relations of France 
with Poland and Czechoslovakia. It will be remembered that Francé 
has already concluded treaties with these two countries, and should 
the obligations she has thereby incurred require her to give them 
military assistance, this could not be done without passing troops 
through the territory of the neutral zone. The Memorandum according. 
recognises and allows for this contingency. 

With regard to Germany's Eastern frontiers, it is made perfectly 
clear that, though sympathetic, we can undertake no definite commt- 
ments other than those already imposed by the Treaty of Versailies. 

The French Government were quick to realise the enormous imp- 
ortance to them of the offer of the British Government to guarantee 
the neutrality of the Rhine territory, and were more than satisfied 
by the promise contained in the Memorandum that Great Dritain would 
stand by the Treaty of Versailles in all its provisions. if ary 
hitch appears on the horizon, it lies in the fact that, should tue 
proposed pact come into existence, France would be cut off from the 
rest of Europe by a ring of neutral territory, whereas Germany, outr- 
side the ring, would not be thus restricted. This, however, is nov 
likely to prove a fundamental obstacle.

Se War Debvts to the United States. 


America's intimation to her European debtors that she consicers 
the time ripe for some kind of settlement was an entirely pepulier 
MOVE. Public opinion in the United States endorsed every weid of 
the note despatched on May 16th to American representatives in 
France, Italy, Belgium and six other states, and many wisr<cd its 
tone might have been more severe. Europe's none-too-carefil 
expenditure on armaments and her obvious lack of interst in debt 
redemption has of late tended to shorten the patience which a 
wealthy nations has hitherto shown to others less fortunate. 
America's policy is now clear: she expects that her European 
debtors will have completed arrangements for funding "all obligations. 
of whatever sort, whether contracted during or after the war, whether 
for reconstruction, relief or for the sale of supplies” by the 
autumn of this year, in order that a favourable report may bs 
presented to Congress when it meets in December. Further, no 
canceliation of debt will be considered and any suggestion of making 
payment conditional on the amount of reparations received by the 
debtor will not be entertained. Terms of settlement will be 
arrived at individually, according to the financial condition of 
the different states, and must be thrashed out in America, n.0t in 
Europese 
Such are the intentions of the United States Government, and | 
they are not unfair. In the interests of world economy, it is 
essential that an early settlement should be reached. Europe's 
debt to America amounts to some 7,000,000,000 dollars, apurt from the 
suns already funded by Great Britain and a few smaller nations. The 
yayment of so large an amount could not in any case be effovted 
. without serious shock to our delicately adjusted economic system, 
but the situation is aggravated by the fact that the United Staics 
: itself is investing abroad at the rate of more than 31,000,000,000 
i (2200,000,000) a year, and is exnerting more by $50,000,000 a month . 
than it ixports. Under such circumstances, a policy of drift | 
would prove fatal, and for this reason no one can accuse the United 
States of an ungraceful gesture in reminding her debtors of tncir 
obligations. Ample time is sllowed for negotiations, and there is | 
no réason to think that harsh termd will be imposed. Tentative 
. overtures have already been made by Italy and Beigiun towards 
! onening. neotiations, which it is hoped wili prove to be the first 
sizng of a general movement in that direction. The attitude or 
France is watched with intense interest, not to say anxict;. it 
will be remembered that the mere suggestion by Me Clementeci, former

IV. LEAGUE OF NATIONS NOTES. 





The League of Nations Committee on the Traffic in Women and 
Children has just concluded an important session at Geneva. This 
has revealed the welcome fact that many countries are taking active 
measures to suppress the traffic. France, for example, in accordance 
with the international convention of 1921, has decided to exclude 
foreign women from employment in the maisons tolérees.s 

One sub-comnittee has been established to devise means of 
assisting women expelled from foreign countries. Another has been 
appointed to deal with certain matters connected with emigration. 
Qualified inspectresses are to be appointed on all ships carrying 
emigrants. 

The Conference drew attention to the need for greater publicity 
as en effective weapon against the traffic. Upon a motion introduced 
by Great Britain, benevolent societies are to be asked to assist the 
League in enlightening public apinions 


At the Geneva meeting of the League of Nations General Arms 
Committee, the principal German delegate declared that his country 
was prepared to sign a convention prohibiting the use of poison gas 
in warfare. 


The text of the Russo-Japanese Treaty has been communicated to 
the Secretariat of the League by the Japanese Government, for regis-~ 
tration and publication. 


The Thirty-Fourth Session of the League of Nations Council will 
begin at Geneva on June 8th. On the provisional agenda, important 
political problems are conspicuous by their absence. Reconstruction 
and financial questions are to the fore. It is understood that 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain will represent Great Britain.
